ORK on another big cinema, it is 
W stated, will begin in Dublin before 
long. The Carlton Cinema, in 
O’Connell street, is to be demolished, and in 
its place a new picture-house will be built, 
with a capacity of more than 2,000 seats. 
The work will probably start next May, and 
will be completed in about twelve months. 

This will be the third Dublin cinema with 
a seating accommodation of two thousand or 
over; and the fact that there seems to be 
room for a new building of this size has an 
obvious significance. It reminds us once again 
that this age demands more and more enter- 
tainment, and that, in spite of economic wars, 

verty, and unemployment, it can always 
find the money to pay for it. At the begin- 
ning of this century five theatres were enough 
to supply Dublin’s needs; now there are six 
theatres and thirty cinemas, but even that 
number, apparently, is insufficient. Our 
fathers seem to have enjoyed life fairly well, 
and it is not a very rea sign that we need 
so many more entertainments to make it bear- 
able. 

At @ modest estimate, all the Dublin 
cinemas, between them, must have a capacity 
of about twenty thousand seats, and, caiculat- 
ing on the basis of about two full houses a 
day, one gets a total of some 500,000 visitors 
a week. In the course of a week, therefore, 
a number almost equalling the population of 
this city, visits the picture-houses. The total 
annual attendance in Great Britain are enor- 
mous, and those in America are almost un- 
believable; but new cinemas are still being 
built, and nobody can tell what size the 
figures will finally reach. Dublin itsef, in 
spite of the figures quoted, is slightly behind- 
hand in the matter of cinemas, for many 
towns of the same size in England can boast 
of more than forty picture-houses. 


LOCAL ATTRACTIONS. 


A film depicting incidents in the life of 
(icrdon Richards is being shown this week 
at several of the Dublin cinemas, including 
the Metropole, Grafton, Grand Central and 
Corinthian. The picture has a good deal of 
topical interest, and is quite well presented. 

he Grafton is retaining “ Summer Light- 
ning,” in which Ralph Lynn and Winifred 
Shotter have the chief parts. It is an adapta- 
tion of the novel by P. G. Wodehouse, and, 
though somewhat leisurely, is a comedy that 
is worth going to see. 

At the Savoy there is a version of the 
well-known ‘‘ White Sister, ” adapted for the 
talking screen, and with Clarke Gable and 
Helen Hayes in the leading parts. The film 
has been modernised in parts, but is sub- 
stantially the same as the silent picture, and 
will, no doubt, be equally popular. 

“Where is this Lady?’ is being shown at 
thé Capitol, with Marta Eggert, Owen Nares, 
and Wendy Barrie. It has a number of tune- 
ful songs by Franz Lehar, but otherwise 
differs little from the usual Viennese romance. 
The supporting film is “ The Girl in 419,” 
with James Dunn and Gloria Stuart. 

“That's a Good Girl,” at the Metropole, 
is another musical comedy film, and has 
some very good comic scenes, for which Jack 
Buchanan is responsible. Elsie Randolph is 
also in the cast. 

Joan Bennett appears with James Dunn 
and Herbert Mundin in the Corinthian’s film, 
“ Arizona to Broadway.’’ The story deals 
with a girl who falls in love with a confidence 
trickster. 

The Grand Central is presenting * The 
Shepherd of the Seven Hills.” This film 
(which was reviewed in Friday’s issue) de 
scribes incidents in the life of the Pope. 

The Sackville has Gertrude Lawrence and 
Sir Gerald Du Maurier in “ Lord Camber’s 
Ladies, From Thursday onwards the 
Eat film will be “ Fires of Fate,” with

At the Carlton, Carole Lombard and Walter
